SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA. 


Water. 


No  extensive  alterations  have  been  made  to  any  of  the  public 
water  supplies  in  the  Eastern  Area  during  the  year. 

As  samples  of  water  from  all  public  supplies  were  submitted 
for  analysis  during  the  year  1944,  and  with  the  exception  of 
minor  defects  which  hove  since  been  remedied,  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory,  no  samples  have  been  analysed  during  the  year  ex¬ 
cept  a  sample  from  Kirkby  Stephen  Supply  which  was  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 

A  sample  was  also  submitted  for  analysis  from  a  spring  near 
Howgill  Castle,  Milburn,  with  the  object  of  using  the  water  to 
augment  the  Kirkby  Thore  supply:  the  Analyst’s  report  shows  the 
water  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  its  possible  use  has  been 
abandoned. 


In  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  Council  the  follow¬ 
ing  Water  Supply  Schemes  have  been  prepared  by  the  Council’s 
Consulting  Engineers:-  Ravens tonedale ,  Kirkby  Stephen,  Wharton, 
Mailers tang,  Brough  and  Longmarton.  These  schemes  have  been 
submitted  to  the  County  Council  for  consideration  in  accordance 
with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  119/44. 

Continuous  Chlorination  of  the  Regional  and  Kirkby  Stephen 
Water  Supplies  has  been  maintained  during  the  year.

In  the  Western  Division  the  Regional  Scheme  serves  16 
parishes  and  here  connections  continue  to  be  made  and  the 
consumption  is  upwards  of  2,000,000  gallons  weekly,  or 
280,000  average  daily  flow.  Whilst  this  works  out  for  the 
population  served  at  considerably  over  50  gallons  per  head 
per  day,  the  greater  part  is  used  in  connection  with  cowsheds 
and  milk  production  which  has  been  steadily  increasing  beyon 
what  might  be  anticipated  a  few  years  before  the  War. 

For  increased  storage  an  application  has  been  made  to  the 
Ministry  for  sanction  to  a  loan  to  construct  reservoirs  a 
Hackthorpe  and  Newby  and  a  smaller  one  for  Maulds  Meaburn. 

No  extensions  have  been  made  other  than  a  length  of  leeP 
main  of  about  200  yards  to  connect  a  dead  end  branch  in  Maulds 
Meaburn  with  the  main  which  goes  forward  to  Kings  Meaburn. 

Military  requirements  for  water  have  lessened  but  two  camps 
in  Brougham  parish  can  make  a  considerable  draw  off,  oemg 
situated  at  the  lowest  part  of  the  Area. 

Supplies  have  continued  to  be  normal  and  no  shortage  has 
been  experienced  from  dry  weather. 

The  Orton  Scheme  has  given  some  trouble  in  the  sufficiency 
for  Orton  Village  and  higher  points  beyond.  This  appears  to 
be  due  to  the  proportionately  heavy  draw-off  between  the  head 

works  and  the  reservoir:  the  extension  of  ^ 

higher  up  the  course  of  the  stream  which  yields  the  supply  is 

under  consideration. 

The  quality  of  the  Regional  Scheme  supply  has  been  good,  and 
the  addition  of  lime  and  chalk  bi-weekly  to  raise  the  pH  value 
has  been  maintained.

Housing. 

Eastern  Area. 

The  estimated  total  number  of  inhabited  houses  is  2587. 
No  new  houses  have  been  erected  during  the  year. 

Rural  Housing  Survey,  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  64/44* 

Work  in  connection  with  this  Survey  has  been  in  progress 
since  the  beginning  of  the  year. 


The  Rural  Housing  Joint  County  Committee  decided  that  all 
Dwelling-houses  (other  than  Farm  Houses)  with  a  gross  value  not 
exceeding  £22  shall  he  included  in  the  Survey.  The  following

Classification  of  the  houses  inspected  has  been  carried  out 
in  accordance  with  the  Schedule  in  the  Appendix  to  Circular 
64/44  hy  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  hut  these  have  not  yet  heen 
confirmed  hy  the  Council. 

Post  War  Planning. 

In  the  Eastern  Area  the  Council  has  decided  as  a  first  step 
to  huild  new  houses  at  Kirkhy  Stephen  and  Brough  and  an  estimate 
of  the  number  of  houses  required  in  each  place  has  heen  arrived 
at  from  the  information  obtained  under  the  Rural  Housing  Survey 
which  has  been  completed  in  both  these  Parishes. 

In  the  case  of  Kirkhy  Stephen  the  approximate  number  of  new 
houses  estimated  to  ho  required  is  74 >  and  in  the  case  of  Brough 
the  number  is  54* 

The  erection  of  all  these  houses  will  form  part  of  a  long 
term  programme.  For  the  first  year  the  Council  has  decided  to 
proceed  with  the  erection  of  6  houses  at  each  of  the  above 
places . 

Sites  have  heen  selected  at  Kirkhy  Stephen  and  Brough  of ^ 
sufficient  area  to  accommodate  all  the  houses  to  he  included 
in  the  long  term  programme  and  lay-out  plans  have  heen  prepared 
hy  an  Architect  employed  hy  the  Council.  The  Council  has  care¬ 
fully  considered  and  approved  these  lay-out  plans  hut  owing  to 
delay  in  obtaining  the  approval  of  the  various  Government 
Departments  the  commencement  of  building  operations  will  V 
delayed  for  several  months. 

In  the  Western  Area  no  further  houses  have  been  erected  since 
the  8  Agricultural  Workers*  houses  and  one  private  house  were 
completed  last  year. 

Plans  have  heen  approved  for  the  restoration  of  three  cottages 
which  have  heen  closed  as  unfit. 

Post  War  Planning. 

At  Shap  land  has  heen  acquired  and  lay-out  plans  approved  for 
55  houses;  the  Council  has  provisionally  decided  to  construct 
20  there.  The  site  has  an  area  of  5.7  acres  lying  between  the 
main  road  and  the  railway  and  adjoins  the  housing  sites  developed 
before  the  War. 

Tebay  and  Clifton  are  other  parishes  which  have  applied  for 
the  provision  of  more  houses. 

These  and  other  villages  will  have  their  requirements  con¬ 
sidered  more  comprehensively  in  the  light  of  the  records  being 
made  under  the  Housing  Survey  which  is  proceeding.  The  parishes 
of  Tebay,  Shap  and  Orton  have  heen  inspected  and  Bolton  and 
Morland  will  he  taken  next.

The  difficulties  in  getting  repairs  carried  out  have  applied 
generally  to  all  housing  repairs.  Some  Informal  Notices  have 
"been  issued;  also  two  Statutory  Notices.  The  latter  have  been 
partly  met  and  further  work  will  he  done  as  soon  as  more  labour 
and  materials  ore  available. 

Tho  issue  of  Building  Licences  has  called  for  considerable 
time  and  attention.  Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  some  39  have 
been  granted  since  Local  Authorities  were  empowered  to  issue 
them,  and  11  Certificates  of  Essentiality  forwarded  to  the 
Ministry  of  Works  -  Housing  Circular  No. 2871.

These  Schemes  have  been  submitted  to  the  County  Council 
for  consideration  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  119/44  and  have  been  approved  for  grants  by  the 
County  Council. 

Western  Area. 

The  position  regarding  sewerage  schemes  has  not  yet  im¬ 
proved  and  no  alterations  of  any  moment  have  been  carried  out. 

Under  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  119/44  'the  Council 
had  their  Consulting  Engineers  making  preliminary  surveys, 
levelling  and  estimating  for  the  schemes  needed  in  various 
villages. 


The  five  years1  programme  included  schemes  at  Shap,  Tebay, 
Sockbridge  and  Tirril,  Clifton,  Crosby  Ravensworth  and  Maulds 
Meaburn,  Great  Strickland,  Bolton,  Askham,  Little  Strickland 
and  Mori and. 


In  view  of  the  difficulties  and  increasing  urgency  for 
proper  sewerage  and  disposal  in  the  larger  villages,  Shap  and 
Tebay  are  scheduled  for  attention  in  the  first  year. 

The  above  schemes  have  been  put  forward  to  the  County 
Council  for  their  approval  and  Ministry  sanction. 


Closet  Accommodation. 

In  those  villages  where  efficient  sewers  are  available 
there  is  a  high  percentage  of  water-closets  in  use. 


Public  Cleansing*. 


Eastern  Area. 

Due  to  lessening  of  salvage  work  it  has  again  been  found 
possible  to  extend  public  scavenging  by  the  use  of  the  Oounoil,s 
modern  motor  scavenging  vehicle  and  men  directly  employed  by 
the  Council,  to  the  following  villages  :- 

Knock,  Longmarton,  Brampton,  Mur ton,  Hilton,  Colby,  Burrells, 

Hoff,  Ormside  and  Mus grave. 

Every  village  in  the  eastern  area  of  the  district  now  re¬ 
ceives  public  scavenging  services.  In  26  of  these  villages  the 
work  is  carried  out  directly  by  the  Council* s  vehicle  and  work¬ 
men  and  in  the  case  of  4  villages  the  work  is  carried  out  by 
Contractors  employed  by  the  Council. 

In  Kirkby  Stephen  collections  are  made  weekly  and  in  most  of 
the  other  villages  the  collections  are  carried  out  every  fort¬ 
night.  There  are  however  a  few  of  the  smaller  villages  where 
collections  are  necessarily  limited  to  once  per  month  and  these 
will  be  increased  as  and  when  there  is  a  further  falling  off  in 
the  salvage  work. 

Western  Area, 

No  Contractors  are  employed  now  since  the  motor  refuse 
collection  vehicle  has  been  working  in  the  Area.  Weekly 
collections  are  made  to  clear  ashbins  at  Shap,  Tebay  and  Orton. 


Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

33 25  visits  of  inspection  were  made  in  connection  with 
Council’s  Work  and  Properties,  Dairies  and  Cowsheds,  Drainage, 
Refuse  Removal,  Factories  and  Workshops,  Houses  and  Infect¬ 
ious  Diseases  and  1 58  Informal  Notices  were  served  and  121 
complied  with  also  one  Statutory  Notice  which  has  not  yet 
been  complied’ with. 

Verminous  Premises  or  Persons. 

No  complaints  of  infestation  with  Bed  Bugs  or  other  body 
vermins  have  been  received  and  no  verminous  premises  have  been 
encountered  during  the  Housing  Survey  which  has  been  in  progress 
during  the  year. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  and  Dairies. 

Inspections  of  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  have  been  continued  as 
much  as  possible  having  regard  to  the  increased  demands  of 
housing  works. 

Structural  improvement  of  dairies  and  cowsheds  is  needed  on 
many  farms  but  due  to  the  limited  supply  of  building  materials 
and  labour  and  high  building  costs  many  such  needed  improvement 
schemes  have  been  postponed. 

A  few  premises  have  however  been  improved  structurally  and 
advice  on  the  design  and  arrangement  of  the  buildings  in 
these  cases  has  been  given. 

It  has  been  found  that  there  has  been  an  increasing  desire 
on  the  part  of  farmers  to  become  producers  of  Tuberculin 
Tested  Milk  and  in  many  cases  it  is  considered  that  the  un¬ 
satisfactory  state  of  the  buildings  is  the  only  reason  why  a 
Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  Licence  is  withheld. 


Samples  of  milk  have  "been  taken  at  the  request  of  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  from  producers  supplying 
milk  to  Schools  in  the  District.

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

The  whole  of  the  meat  supply  in  the  Area  is  distributed 
from  either  the  Ministry  of  Pood  Regional  Slaughter-house, 
Kirkby  Stephen  or  from  the  Public  Abattoir  at  Penrith.  This 
centralization  of  slaughtering  greatly  facilitates  the 
inspection  of  meat  and  it  c tin  be  again  stated  that  a  100^ 
inspection  of  all  meat  distributed  from  the  Kirkby  Stephen 
Slaughter-house  has  been  continued  throughout  the  year. 


Food  other  than  Home  Killed  Meat.

Hostels . 


The  only  Hostels  in  use  at  the  end  of  the  year  were  a  house 
at  Temple  Sowerby  which  is  used  as  a  Hostel  for  members  of  the 
Women’s  Land  Army  and  the  Agricultural  Workers  Hostel  at 
Cliburn  and  Hazel  Bank  Hostel  for  Mothers  and  children. 


Evacuees . 

There  has  been  a  considerable  exodus  of  evacuees  from  the 
District  since  the  end  of  hostilities. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  only  official  evacuees  left  in 
the  District  were  3  Mothers  and  9  Children  at  Hazel  Bonk  Hostel, 
Yanwath,  and  3  adults  and  3  children  at  Shap,  a  total  of  6 
adults  and  12  children. 

PREVALENCE  OF.  AND  CONTROL  OVER.  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES^ 

The  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease  with  the  exception  of 
Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  has  been  slight,  there  were  1 2 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  four  of  which  occurred  in  adults, 

12  of  Pneumonia,  two  of  which  died,  4  of  Erysipelas,  3  of 
Puerperal  Pyrexia  and  one  each  Undulont  Fever ,  Cerebro¬ 
spinal  Fever  and  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  There  were  no 
cases  of  Diphtheria.  There  were  small  outbreaks  of  Dysentery 
at  Martindale,  Eomont  Bridge  and  Great  Strickland,  eight  cases 
in  all. 

Throughout  the  year  there  were  epidemics  of  Measles  and 
Whooping  Cough,  249  cases  of  the  former  and  100  of  the 
latter. 

Artificial  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  has  been 
continued  throughout  the  year  and  253  pre-school  and  4$3 
school  children  have  completed  the  treatment. 

Modern  Isolation  Hospital  accommodation  is  still  lacking. 

The  School  Medical  Officers  state  that  a  high  standard 
of  Health,  Nutrition  and  Cleanliness  has  been  maintained 
throughout  the  ye  fir  amongst  the  school  children.
